MEMPHIS, 
Tenn., Juno 14.—With 


rare exceptions all who were visitors 
in the city in attendance upon the sil- 
ver convention have left tor their re- 
spective homes. The talk about the 
big gathering and its probable influ- 
ence in the contest of financial ideas, 
which had been indulged in by the 
city for many weeks, however, is bv 
no means »t an end. Prominent offi- 
cers of the Central Bimetallic league 
were seen and expressed themselTes 
hig-hly gratified with the magnitude 
and work of the gathering. In very 
few respects did it fail to meet fully 
their expectations. 


Senator Harris was called upon this 


afternoon, and Senator Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, was found with the Tennes- 
beean in his room at the Gayoso. 


"I believe the results of the conven- 


tion are eminently satisfactory," said 
Senator Harris. 
-'The representatives 


of all classes have gotten together, 
have heard the question of silver fully 
discussed and returned to their homes 
more determined and united than ever 
in their support of free coinage. The 
thing of chief importance, however, is 
that we have adopted resolutions 
which define the issue clearly; it is a 
clear, unambiguous document, that 
must have a fine effect in framing pub- 
lic opinion hereafter." 


Senator Jones addressed his views of 


the convention and voiced practically 
the sentiments expressed by Senator 
Harris. He spoke especially of the 
representative delegation present from 
his own state, calling attention to the 
fact that Oov. Clarke, ex-Gov. Eagle, 
both United States senators, every 
congressman and the president of the 
biggest bank in Arkansas were among 
its members. 
The movement inaugurated by prom- 


inent democrats Thursday night look- 
ing to the organization of a national 
bimetallic league is, of course, a step 
of the greatest importance in the cam- 
paign upon the currency question. 


Senators Harris, Jones and Turpie 


were named as a committee to select 
members of a national executive com- 
mittee consisting of one man from 
each state. 
"As to this bubinese," Senator Harris 


said, "I don't know that it is just the 
time for further elaboration of the 
idea than the press has already con- 
tained. The league will be purely a 
democratic organization, formed for 
the purpose of securing a perfect or- 
ganization of the silver democrats in 
the country; for the purpose of con- 
trolling the utterances of the next na- 
tional democratic,jconvention upon the 
financial question. I have no doubt 
that the great majority of the people 
are in favor of free coinage, but un- 
less they orsanize it will be impob&ible 
for them to make the next platform. 


"Gold men have leisure, they havo 


little else to do besides preparing for 
conventions, and it is therefore possi- 
ble that while our people are busy in 
their fields and workshops a very small 
but powerful organization of our op- 
ponents might go to the county and 
stute conventions, control them and in 
so doing lay the plan for controlling 
the national convention, and thereby 
a very small, well-organized minority 
would be able to defeat the disorgan- 
ized majority. It is to defeat this 
that we propose to organize this Amer- 
ican bimetallic league. 


"The committee will accordingly at 


once put itself in communication with 
the leading bimetaUistn in every state 
of the Union, and will ask, and doubt- 
less secure, their assistance in per- 
fecting an active, vigilant) organiza- 
tion of the silver people In every m*g- 
Uterlal district, county and state. 
The result will be that none but dele- 
gates favoring silver coinage will be 
sent to the county conventions, none 
but silver men will then jfo to the 
state conventions, and, finally, none 
but pronounced advocates of the white 
metel will be in the national conven- 
tion." 
"Yon clearly nndeitand," put in 


Senator Jones, "that this movement is 
strictly in the lines of the democratic 
party, and we want the country to un- 
derstand that. The organisation of 
silver advocates in an independent 
body, without partisan character, can- 
not ha»e the effect of giving organized 
strength to silver democrats In a sense 
that will enable them to control the 
sending of their delegates to the ra- 
tions conventions."

MKW LAWS KKACTED. 


Synopou of Bill* FMMd by the 


Present LegiiUture-The 


Adjournment. 


The legislature adjourned yesterday 


after being in session since the 9th day 
of last January. Many good bills were 
passed and some bad ones. 
Many good 


bill* were also defeated as well as some 
bad ones, but such is the fortune of all 
deliberative bodies where every member 
has the liberty of his own opinions and 
convictions. Outside of the regular ap- 
propriation bills and bills to erect two 
additional normal schools and one addi- 
tional insane asylum, the bills passed 
were: 


Empowering. boards of. trustees in 


towns within sanitary district* to levy 
taxes for corporate purpose*, not to ex 
ceed IL£ per cent on the taxable prop- 
erty in 1895-97 inclusive, and not to ex- 
ceed % of 1 per cent thereafter. (Affect- 
ing the Chicago drainage canal only.) 


Another bill enacted authorizes drain- 


age districts to issue interest-bearing 
bonds. 


Providing that when improvement* 


are made in incorporated cities or towns 
that the question of benefit* to abutting 
property may be tested before the county 
court and the special tax for the same 
shall not exceed the benefit. 


To enable cities and towns to collect a 


tax or license fee, of not to exceed 2 per 
cent of their grow local earnings from 
fire insurance companies doing business 
therein and not incorporated under the 
laws of Illinois; said tax to go to the 
local Hre department fund. 


Providing for the assessment of the 


stock of building and loan associations 
to each owner at the actual value of the 
stock. 


Empowering cit> councils in cities of 


over 20,000 inhabitants to raise a special 
tax of not over S mills on the dollar for 
park purposes, said tax not to be in- 
cluded in the general sum of taxes as 
limited by law.

La- 
bor troubles are getting out of the 
way, wages in many establishments 
are rising, and with th« iron industry 
just now leading, there is general im- 
provement in manufactures. 
Mone- 


tary conditions also help. The time 
draws near when, with good crops, ex- 
ports will bring gold hither, and 
though foreign operations in stocks 
and bonds have been insignificant this 
week, the effect of previous transac- 
tions has not been exhausted. Much 
diminished receipts of money from the 
interior indicate better employment 
in business, especially at the west, and 
the volume of commercial loans stead- 
ily rises, and is now fair for this se»- 
aon even in a good year. 
The government crop reports were 


so much less dismal than was ex- 
pected that they really extinguished 
for a time a host of calamitous ru- 
mors. The decidedly cheering out- 
look for spring wheat, whieh our own 
and other private advices confirm, goes 
far to balance reports of loss in win- 
ter wheat regions, and even this, in 
theUghtof thedemonstated deficiency 
of the official returns of acreage were 
found far more encouraging than pre- 
vious aeoon ntn. 


Western receipts for two weeks of 


Jnne were 3,116,6ao bushels of wheat, 
against 3,001.203 last year, while At- 
lantic exports, flour included, were 
only 8,364.8*7 mishels, against 4,080,- 
237 last year. 
The official statement of 1*.8 per 


cent decrease in aeregae was quickly 
found, ia view of the revised jrovern- 
ment estimates for last year, to mean 
that more tfcan 20,000,000 acres now 
growing cotton, which much exceeds 
the best unofficial estimates, and from 
an area no greater over 9,000,000 bales 
were produced in 1891, so that the re- 
port gave no aid to prophets of evil. 
That some reduction would be well for 
the south is clear, but the heavy pres- 
ent surplus will cover a larger loss 
than seems probable. The price has 
not changed, but transactions have be- 
come insignificant, though rainfall 
and the temperature 
are closely 


watched. 
Manufacturers abroad, according to 


Ellison, have stocks 289,000 bales 
greater than a year ago, and commer- 
cial stocks of American in sight are 
still 3,200,308 bales. 
Cotton mills are doing well for the 


Reason, and numerous advances of an 
eighth to a quarter in brown sheet- 
ings, drills, bleached muslins, ging- 
hams and ticks are still reported. 


The wool manufacturers look for 


speedy settlement of the labor trou- 
bles and finds, a moderate demand for 
low and medium heavyweight goods, 
while some of the cheaper lines of 
sprinff goods have been opened with 
flouribliing results, but as to better 
grades there is still great uncertainty 
about prices. 


Wool sales for two weeks of June 


have been 12,f>01,96f> pounds, against 
11,520.550 in 1892; of which 6,791,300 
were foreign this year, against 5,550,- 
800 in 1S92. 
In shoe manufacture the season for 


temporary suspension is near, but 
shipments from the east for June thus 
far have been 14 per cent, larger than 
in any previous year. 


The output of pig iron Jnne 1 was 


but a trifle lanrer than May 1, 157,224 
tons, against 156,5^4 a year ago, and 
174,024 two years ago. The advance 
in 
prices continues, Bessemer pig 


reaching $12.40 and Grey forge 110.85 
at Pittsburgh, and changes In all iron 
products show an advance of 8.7 per 
cent, this month, and 18.3 per cent, 
from the lowest point in February. 


The anthracide coal trade does not 


maintain the improvement recently re- 
ported, and with palpable overproduc- 
tion, bad faith being charged again, 
the price has declined 25 cents. 


Railroad stocks have gradually ad- 


vanced about SS cents per share during 
the week, and earnings for the first 
week of June show an increase of 8.7 
per cent, over last year, while full re- 
turns for May gained 7.3 per cent, 
though 13.3 per cent less than in 1893. 


Failures for the week ending June 8 


are swelled by the Cordage statement 
to $10,801,498, of which 89.622,468 were 
of manufacturing and $1,129,030 of 
trading concerns. Exclusive of Cord- 
age, other failures showed 91,641.498 
liabilities, of which $403,488 were of 
manufacturing concerns.

In spita 
of the law upon the subject the various 
candidates file recommendations front 
the politicians who are great men in 
their own counties, ^but who are un- 
known in Washington and of no con- 
sequence in the eyes of the department 
functionaries who have the bestowal of 
favors.-

direct appointments do not exceed 
7,000, while there are more than 150,000 
appointments made by the members ol 
the cabinet of which the president 
knows nothing. He has no time for 
the 
consideration of such matters. 


Nearly 70,000 appointments of pobtmas- 
ters are made by the postmaster gener- 
al; and ho has also the disposal of 
many places of still less importance 
than postmastcrships. 
In fact, the 


great majority of appointments in the 
pos>tal service are made by the assist- 
ant postmasters general, with the tacit 
approval of the head of the depart- 
ment. The secretary of the interior 
and the secretary of the navy make 
many thousands of appointments, and 
the files of their appointment clerks 
are overloaded with applications from 
all parts of the country. 


Nearly all of the positions In the de- 


partment of state are filled by the presi- 
dent; and the late Secretary Elaine was 
annoyed 
and 
exasperated 
because 


President Harrison filled the majority 
of the diplomatic and consular positions 
without even consulting him. 
As a 


matter of fact this was the real cause of 
the bitter feeling which existed between 
Mr. Blaine and President Harrison in 
1891-3. 
Other presidents and secre- 


taries of state have quarreled in similar 
manner over the disposition of the 
spoils of office. 
There is a great deal 


of unwritten history on this subject. 


For some unaccountable reason ap- 


pointments to positions in the diplo- 
matic service seem to be most desired 
by ottr highclass office-seekers. They 
want to go abroad as ministers or com- 
suls to foreign governments. And yet 
these positions scarcely pay enough for 
decent frugal living to their incum- 
bents. From the commencement of our 
national life this country has pursued 
a policy of starvation toward its diplo- 
matic representatives. 
John Adams, 


afterwards president of the United 
States, was our minister to the court 
of Saint James. In 17S7 the congress 
cut down his salary by one-fifth and he 
wrote to the department of state a 
letter saying: "We are to dine to-mor- 
row at a table with £3,000 upon it and 
the next day we return the civility by 
inviting the same company to dine with 
us upon earthenware. 
Depend upon 


it, that nation which places its own 
ambassadors at the tail of the whole 
creation cannot expect itself to be soon 
at the head." And yet, the same penuri- 
ous policy is pursued until this day. 
Our representatives at foreign courts 
are not paid enough to enable them to 
present a proper appearance as envoys 
of a great republic. 


We can thank Benjamin Franklin, 


our minister to France, for makings 
precedent 
In this direction. 
His 


gigantic tact told him that it would 
never do to try a contest in dudery 
with the courtiers of Louis XVI., so he 
appeared In the presence of that 
monarch in homely attire, which the 
kiny evidently did not consider to his 
disadvantage when he said that Frank- 
lin made him (Louis) "the second man 
in his own realm." Since that time 
this country has become the richest in 
the world, and plutocrat* bursting 
with dollars are eager in solicit- 
ing 
ituatlons 
from the 
govern- 


ment m foreign parts. 
It Is said 


now that no man who Is not a million- 
aire can afford to accept a mission from 
tihis country, so enormous Is the ex- 
pense of such an appointment. For, 
say what you will, an ambassador to 
England or France feels the same 
humiliation that afflicted John Adams 
when he found himself unable to keep 
his end up in behalf of the United 
States with diplomats from other na- 
tions. In a small way the case is very 
well illustrated by the situation of an 
American naval ofBcsr of rank. 
Such 


a man, in the service of Great Britain, 
when exposed to a necessity for enter- 
tainincr, is supplied by his government 
with a fund for the purpose, or U 
authorized to send in bills to the ad- 
miralty. 
There are, circumstances 


under which American naval officers 
are put to really great expense in this 
way. 
For instance, at the New Orleans 


exposition an admiral was sent in com- 
mand of a small fleet to do honors on 
the water for this country. There 
were Tends present foroomnlimcnUrj 


purposes 
from all other Important 


powers, and necessarily courtesies had 
to be exchanged. 


The officers of the American ships 


were entertained on board those of each 
foreign government, and balls and 
dinner parties had to be Riven in re- 
turn. This meant great cost, all of 
which had to be defrayed out of the 
private purses of the United States 
officers, some of whom were compelled 
on this account to mortgage their 
meager salaries for a year or two in ad- 
vance to meet these international ob- 
ligations. 
For the expenses of this 


sort incurred by the foreigners their 
home government paid as a matter of 
course. It seemed, however, to be con- 
sidered a part of the United States 
officers' duty to set up the wine and re- 
freshment* on the seml-publio occasions 
in question. 
So it is always. These 


foreigners, too, are used to the very best 
and most expensive wines and cigars, 
and the officers of the American navy 
cannot decently return their hospitality 
with inferior entertainment. 
It is un- 


fortunate that international customs 
are so expensive; but we must take 
facts as we find them. We should have 
national pride in maintaining our part 
of comity, without taxing our public 
servants. If we can't dress and live as 
other nations do, we should fall to the 
rear and make no pretensions. 


John C. New, of Indiana, the strong 


and warm political friend of President 
Harrison, declined the position of envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary to Great Britain, and accepted 
the secondary position of consul gen- 
eral, because the more honorable posi- 
tion would have paid but $17,500 per 
annum, and the expenses amount to 
more than »35,000 dollars a year. He 
preferred to be made consul general to 
England, because there was money in 
the latter office, whereas to be minister 
would have ruined him. For, pray, re- 
member, the consul generalship at Lon- 
don is worth something like »40,000 a 
year, without any of the expensive so- 
cial obligations which devolve upon a 
minister at court. Mr. New would 
have preferred the gwater office, but 
he could not afford to take it. liobert 
T. Lincoln was made minister to Great 
Britain, and lie suffered financially. 
Mr. New saved nearly $100,000 during 
his four years as consul general. 


While our ambassador to Great Brit- 


ain is obliged to live ou a comparatively 
small salary, and pay for the expenses 
of public entertainments out of his own 
pocket, the British ambassador to this 
country has a salary of P80.000 per an- 
num, a handsome residence which be- 
longs to his government, and a liberal 
allowance for the expenses of state en- 
tertainments. 
Some of our people, im- 


bued with Jeftersonian simplicity, will 
be inclined to say that these expensive 
entertainments might bo dispensed
